While this marathon waa on we 
a whistle blown very loudly, 
we io..k. . l out we eaw a 
4 up with old tin cana. 
Then we were told to form single file, 
walk out to the wagon and each get a 
can for himself. Each man had to 
take Ihe first can he laid his hands 
on. and muny of ua got rusty ones with 
holes In them. So that about half an 
hour later, when we received hurley 
coffee, mid nil we had to drink It from 
was the cana, lota of the men had to 
drink theirs almost In one gulp or lose 
half of It. 

The barracks were very dirty and 
smell. -il horribly, and the men were 
atlll not even half clothed. We all 
looked filthy and amelled thnt way, 
and where the coal dust had robbed 
off, we were very pale.

The 
rights of all people — even our ene- 
miee must be considered, and the 
nap af Europe and the world so re- 
nin, le that the weakest nation may 
have their boundary lines estab- 
lished—equitably, without fear of 
invasion.

FARMERS

in West Virginia, Kentucky. Ten-

their fanning operations. On many 
of I hrso farms the average annual 
receipts from the sale of live stock, 
poultry, eggs, and butter aggregate 
only film. Most of the farms are 
from ten to thirty-five miles from 
UN railroad: rough mountain roads 
which are l llM MfM ttl l during the 
w. rst season Of winter are the only 
..utirt* wind, connect these hill 
farmers with civilization. 

It is the desire of the United 
Mates DafMrtaWN of Agriculture to 
render "very possible assistance to 
liMN people hi *owler that their 
farming operations may be con- 
ducted more protltably. With this 
end in mind the Federal specialists 
recommend that the farmers of the 
loulhern mountains should grow 
ihrvc or more crops in rotation, in- 
eluding clover, in order that the in- 
dividual farmei may be able to pro- 
duce larger crops and make more 
money, and keep the majority of the 
crop land under cultivation all the 
lime. Furthermore, they suggest 
that more cattle, hog*, and sheep 
should be maintained, as such live 
stock will not only increase the cash 
income, but also will help materially 
in improving fertility conditions, 
which, in the long run. will make 
for the production of larger crops. 
\ four-year rotation of soy beans, 
rye, slover and corn is well adapted 
for use on these southern mountain 
farms. 

Sell Animal Products 

It is urged that each farmer prac- 
tice a system of management which 
will allow him t.i convert hi* sur- 
plus grain and roughage into such 
, oncent rated marketable produce as 
cheese, buttur. baron, hams, and 
MUMMMt as the comparatively high 
\alue of these commodities per 
pound makes it possible to trans- 
port them long distances over rough 
roads at a profit to the producer. 

tion is made that all 
nunities which 
are not readily accessible to mar- 
kets should organize and operate 
i mperative cheese factories, wher- 
ever possible. The cost of equip- 
ping one of these small factories 
rarely exceeds $1,000, which means 
an outlay on the part of twenty 
farms of only *50 apiece. The whey, 
a by-product of the cheese making, 
is a valuable food for hogs. 

These community clubs can and 
will aid in many ways, not only in 
cheese factories, but in road build- 
ing, church work and school work. 
"Resting" Land Unprofitable 
The common practice of letting 
the land lie idle for a few years to 
"rest" after it has produced a crop 
Of corn is not necessary. Under the 
usual system of farming in the hill 
country even the rich coves on 
mountain sides are seriously de- 
pleted in fertility after three or four 
vears. Rotation of crops keeps up 
fertility as well if not better than 
letting it "rest" and grow up to 
weeds. At the same time this prac- 
tice brings a farmer more money, 
since it keeps the land busy all the 
tune. 

A practical rotation can be begun 
by cropping one-fourth of the till- 
able area in the spring to soy beans, 
wh'rh may h" harvested for hay. 
Subsequently the bean stubble can 
be harrowed and prepared for a crop 
of winter rye. The clover should 
he sown on the rye land during the 
late winter or early spring, so that 
the Held may remain in clover fur 
two years. At the end of this period 
it should be broken and cropped to 
BOri and then the rotation should 
be repealed. Managed in this way 
UM average farm ran carry two to 
three cows, live to six young cattle, 
and a sow with five or six pigs. 
Several sheep may also he kept, as 
well as a team of horses. Small 
pt|tltl of alfalfa or sweet clover 
may aNo l,i- m i ■ >'A i, w henevei possi- 
ble for hog pasture. Sweet clover 
is recommended for Rockcastle 
Those who live in Rock- 
County call on County Agent 
and discuss sweet clover. 

Under this new system of man-' 
igcmcnl without an increase in the 
tillage area or a change in the mar- { 
ket facilities, the average farm in- 
come could be increased from the 
existent standard of approximately!

DRIED TRUITS AND VEGETABLES 
Contributed by Good House- 
keeping Magazine" 

There ate all sorts of appeti/mti 
recipes f,,r the preparal MR of dried 
fruits and vegetables. The SWIMti 
of courae. is knowing Imw to pre- 
pare them. 

The logical solid, on of Hie first 
step in the slices, ful cooking of 
dried products is to soak them in 
cold water for a sufficiently long 
tine* to permit them to absorb as 
much of the moisture us they have 
lost through the drying process. 
Sometimes this will require from 
ten to twelve hours, again two or 
three hours will answer. The 
length of time required depends 
largely on the texture of the pro- 
duct. Corn nnd beans are small, hut 
they have a tight outer shell which 
is almost impervious to witter, 

therefore it is well |o souk them 

overnight before cooking them. 

Peaches mid prunes, on the other 
hand, absorb water readily, so that 
a few hours will usually snOlce for 
soaking them. 

Perhaps a word as to the correct 
manner of soaking the dried pro- 
ducts will not come amiss First of 
all, look o\or the fruit* or vegeta- 
ble, \er> thoroughly.
